DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-27, 29-34, 36-50 and 52-63 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-26, 53, 55 and 58 are allowed for the reasons set forth in the Examiner's Office 
Action, paper #25, mailed 23 April 2003. 

Claims 27, 29-34 and 36-40 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the 
prior art fails to teach and/or suggest a catadioptric projection system or method "wherein the 
second and third optical axes form a straight optical axis" as set forth in the claimed 
combination. 

Claims 41-45, 52 and 54 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the 
prior art fails to teach and/or suggest a catadioptric projection system or method "wherein the 
first and third optical axes form a straight optical axis" as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Claims 46-50 and 56-57 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the 
prior art fails to teach and/or suggest a catadioptric projection system or method with "a first 
reflection surface of the first turning mirror and a second reflection surface of the second turning 
mirror are arranged to be non-parallel with each other" as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Claims 59 and 61 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach and/or suggest a catadioptric projection system "wherein said dioptric imaging 
optical subsystem further comprises an aperture stop" as set forth in the claimed combination.

Claims 60 and 62-63 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior 
art fails to teach and/or suggest a catadioptric projection system "wherein the third optical axis 
and the second optical axis intersect" as set forth in the claimed combination.
